1 . UN SECURITY COUNCIL (UNSC) MET AFTERNOON OF JANUARY 12 

TO OPEN DISCUSSION ON BOTSWANA COMPLAINT. BOTSWANA FON MIN 
MOGWE DELIVERED STRAIGHTFORWARD, NON-POLEMICAL SPEECH OUT- 
LINING BOTSWANA’S POSITION, CITING INCIDENTS AND ASKING 
FOR ASSISTANCE TO REPLACE THE MONEY HIS GOVERNMENT WILL 
HAVE TO DIVERT FROM DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS INTO SECURITY 
COSTS. HE SAID THAT THE GOB ESTIMATED THAT IT WILL COST 
ABOUT S25MILLION (US DOLLARS) TO EXPAND THEIR POLICE
